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POLICE ‘FAILURES’ 
OVER TRAVELLERS 


MP: Residents have been living in fear and misery for the past year

RESIDENTS fed up with illegal Traveller 
encampments in Harlow are being failed by 
Essex Police and local authorities in the East 
of England, Parliament was told this week. 

MPs heard the town has been “under 
siege” from Traveller families who have set 
up more than 80 illegal camps in the past 
year. 

Caravans have been parked on verges, 
roundabouts, cycle tracks and school 
grounds. Residents say they feel intimidated 
and accuse the Travellers of leaving piles of 
rubbish behind as they move from site to site 
avoiding the authorities. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: “Residents 
have been living under siege, in fear and 
misery for the past year.” 

Debate 

Yesterday, the Tory MP opened a debate in 
Westminster Hall in which he accused the 
authorities in the East of England of failing 
to “adequately deal with illegal encamp¬ 
ments” and referred to “the failure of the 
police to uphold the law”. 

More than 2,000 Harlow residents have 
now signed an e-petition calling for official 
action. One resident wrote online: “Why 
should these people have more rights than 
those who abide by the law?”

‘Allegations not 
taken seriously’ 

Halfon accuses police of not doing enough

ALLEGATIONS of criminal beha¬ 
viour by Travellers from illegal 
encampments in Harlow are “not 
being taken seriously” by Essex 
Police, MPs were told yesterday. 

During a debate about illegal trav¬ 
ellers in the East of England, Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon said: “This lack of 
action is sadly resulting in a serious 
loss of faith in the Chief Constable [of 
Essex Police].” 

Since October last year, there have 
been 81 illegal encampments set up in 
Harlow. The camps have ranged in size 
from one caravan to more than 30. 

Sometimes the group move of their 
own accord, and sometimes they are 
moved on, only to find another spot 
close by. 

Mr Halfon told MPs in Westminster 
Hall: “One resident recently wrote to 
me about a group of caravans parked 


illegally on the roadside by a school. 
They said: ‘The police were contacted 
by one of the other parents and the 
school’s head teacher. The police 
simply recorded the information but 
don’t appear to be doing anything 
about it. 

“I have also been contacted about 
police driving past and seeing trav¬ 
ellers driving up and down cycle paths 
but simply ignoring it. Sadly, I then get 
residents asking me what would hap¬ 
pen if they did the same, and I can only 
conclude that the police would usually, 
and should, take action in such cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Illegal encampments 

“It is wrong that many people in 
Harlow now believe that those who 
occupy illegal encampments are above 
the law.” 

One weekend earlier this year, 18 
vehicles descended on Fresh Start 
School in Tendring Road, which was 


left unable to open on the Monday. 
With police on their way, the head 
teacher persuaded the group to move. 

Evicting and cleaning up after the 
group, believed to be mostly from 
three or four families most of whom 
have places on permanent sites else¬ 
where in the country, cost taxpayers 
more than £41,000 up to August. That 
bill is now estimated to have passed 
£50,000. 

Mr Halfon said: “It is disappointing 
that so far, only one individual has 
been arrested for fly-tipping, and they 
were not prosecuted.” 

During the course of debate, Mr 
Halfon praised Harlow Council’s com¬ 
munity safety team and local police 
officers for the work they have been 
doing. 

“Harlow is a beautiful town and I am 
proud to represent it as MP, but illegal 
encampments are destroying our 
reputation and the quality of life of 
many Harlow residents.”

Committed to 
quality care 

SIR, I am sure that readers will 
feel concerned about the quality 
of general practice, having read 
your article (Star, November 20) 
which demonstrates the 
limitations of the data published 
by the Care Quality Commission. 

All GP practices will be 
subject to the inspection process 
that you describe and the CQC 
aims to inspect all practices by 
March 2016. It is using a number 
of different types of evidence to 
decide how it should prioritise 
its inspections, such as surveys 
and patient experience data. 

It is important that people 
understand this is not designed 
to be a ranking of quality of the 
service delivered by practices. 
The CQC states clearly: ‘This 
isn't a judgment on GPs. The 
profiles bring together 
information that helps us make 
decisions about inspections.’ 

Furthermore, the data that has 
been used to determine whether 
a practice is high or low priority 
for an inspection visit is not new 
information and it could now be 
out of date and inaccurate. 

The inspection visits are a 
means of helping to determine 
whether practices are safe, 
effective, caring, responsive and 
well led. The criteria used to 
assess the prioritisation of 
inspection visits are not 
designed to assess a practice 
against these important aspects. 

GP practices are committed to 
delivering high quality primary 
care and welcome all inspections 
that highlight good practice and 
support the further development 
of the service. Patient 
satisfaction surveys repeatedly 
show a very high level of 
satisfaction with general 
practice, despite GPs being 
under significant pressure in 
terms of workload. 

In today’s society we are quick 
to complain and slow to praise. If 
you are happy with the quality of 
care you receive from your 
practice, tell them - it’ll do 
wonders for the morale of those 
dedicated to delivering your high 
quality care. However, if you are 
not happy with the standard of 
care you are receiving, please do 
discuss it with your practice and 
help us to help you.

No to homes 
on Ram Gorse 

SIR, Harlow Rugby Club may be 
eyeing a new home and club 
chairman Alan Booking may be 
assuring his members they can 
expect a Christmas present on 
December 17 with Harlow 
Council approving all their plans 
(Star, November 13), but the 
game is not over yet. 

Obviously it would be nice for 
The Rams to have lovely new 
premises but that should not be 
at the expense of damage to the 


Harlow community. 

The same reasons that led to 
what is essentially the same 
proposal being turned down 10 
years ago still apply. Nothing 
significant has changed in the 
years since that make it more 
viable. In fact the traffic 
problems which it would 
exacerbate have got worse in the 
meantime. 

After the club withdrew its 
application back in the summer 
in the face of objections, no 
significant changes have been 
made to the plans to justify 
resubmitting them. 

There are two halves to the 
scheme. One is the proposed 
development at Puffers Green, 
which would mean the effective 
destruction of a very pleasant 
part of Harlow. The other is the 


proposal to build 130 houses on 
the existing green field site 
specifically set aside in the 
Harlow masterplan for leisure or 
sporting use. 

If the club needs more room it 
is free to move but the green 
field it has used for all these 
years should continue to be used 
for leisure and sport. Harlow 
Council, or some other 
community agency, should be 
invited to purchase it for the 
price originally given, adjusted 
for inflation. 

The club should not be able to 
exploit its ownership of the site 
to make a killing from a totally 
inappropriate residential 
development. 

Ram Gorse is indeed quite 
near Harlow Town station but 
that in no way makes it “an ideal 
location”. Elizabeth Way at this 
point is already significantly 
congested at the kind of times 
people use the station for 
commuting, with traffic jams 
extending past the proposed 
single entrance and exit road to 
the estate. 

At the times children would 
need to cross the road to get to 
school in Little Parndon the 
reverse problem is there, with 
high speed traffic which would 
make it a deathtrap for them. 
And the proposed development is 
very near the River Stort. 

I very much hope that Harlow 
Council will say no and that the 
club will finally accept that its 
plans are just not going to be 
allowed. The verdict of 10 years 
ago must stand.

ORGANISERS of a school Christmas fair 
were devastated after thieves broke into a 
shed and stole everything they had stored 
up for the fundraising event.

MP blasted for 
missing debate 

Accused of letting down NHS patients

LABOUR parliamentary hopeful Suzy Stride has 
accused Harlow MP Robert Halfon of paying “lip 
service” to the National Health Service. 

Ms Stride criticised Mr Halfon for missing Friday’s 
debate in the House of Commons on a Private Mem¬ 
bers Bill which supporters say will stop the NHS from 
being privatised. 

It seeks to re-establish the Secretary of State’s legal 
duty to provide a comprehensive national health 
service and amend provisions relating to competition 
and the provision of private health services. 

The bill is sponsored by Labour MP Clive Efford, 
who told MPs: “The NHS as we know it today will 
disappear if we continue to allow services to be 
contracted out to private companies.” 

The bill passed its second reading by 241 votes to 18 
and will now progress to the committee stage of the 
legislative process where it will be scutinised in 
detail. 

Speaking after the debate, Ms Stride said: “Robert 
Halfon had the chance to do the right thing and vote to 
reverse the damaging privatisation of the NHS. 


Instead he chose not to turn up to Parliament. 

“Patients across Harlow have been let down. 
While Robert Halfon claims he puts his con¬ 
stituents first, he hasn’t backed this up with 
action. 

“We need an MP who will really stand up for the 
NHS, not pay lip service to it. The services around 
Harlow are under strain as a result of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s policies and the local MP thinks he can 
just ignore this.” 

But writing in his blog, Mr Halfon said there 
were “many myths” circulating about Govern¬ 
ment reforms of the NHS. 

“I want to reassure the residents of Harlow that 
this Government is committed to the NHS and has 
no intentions of privatising it,” he said. 

“The NHS Confederation, which is the inde¬ 
pendent membership body that represents the 
service, has already expressed serious concerns 
about the bill, citing the potential for disruption 
caused by further changes. 

“What [the Conservatives’] reforms actually did 
was remove layers of bureaucracy in the old 
Primary Care Trust organisations so that we have 
been able to recruit additional frontline staff.”

Nurse guilty of 
patient assault 

Put hand over screaming teen’s mouth

A FORMER senior nurse at Har¬ 
low’s Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al who put her hand over the 
mouth of a screaming teenager 
has been found guilty of assault. 

Nancy Regan, 31, denied the 
charge when she appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
but was convicted of assault by 
beating and given a 12-month con¬ 
ditional discharge. 

Regan, who currently lives in 
Weymouth, was sacked after the 
incident and now faces discip¬ 
linary proceedings by the Nurs¬ 
ing and Midwifery Council which 
could result in a ban or being 
struck off. 

The court was told that on Feb¬ 
ruary 10 a 16-year-old girl, who 
cannot be named for legal reas¬ 
ons, was taken to the hospital’s 
resuscitation department suffer¬ 
ing from an overdose. 

Alex Soutter-Green, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the girl became restless 
and sat up screaming. 

“Senior nurse Regan entered, 
stood very close to her and 
shouted ‘be quiet’, putting her 
hand over the patient’s mouth,” 
said Ms Soutter-Green. “She told 
her to shut up because she was 


upsetting other patients before 
another nurse stepped in and put 
her hand between her and the 
patient.” 

Regan claimed she only put two 
fingers on the girl’s lips in an 
attempt to quieten her down. But 
the magistrates said four prosec¬ 
ution witnesses had given “cred¬ 
ible” evidence they saw her place 
a whole hand over the teen’s 
mouth. 

Paramedic Clive Palmer said: 
“In the ambulance the girl was 
very quiet, almost unresponsive, 
and we were concerned for her 
welfare. We phoned ahead so we 
could take her into resus where 
we were met by her father. 

“Attempting to transfer her to a 
hospital bed, she suddenly beca¬ 
me agitated and started to stru¬ 
ggle, but we managed to get her on 
the bed and then a nurse attemp¬ 
ted to put some monitoring equip¬ 
ment on her. 

“At this point she sat up and 
began screaming. They tried to 
calm her down without success 
and the girl continued to scream. 
Nurse Regan came in and began 
talking in a loud voice. 

“She approached her and told 
her to shut up, but to no effect. She 
then placed her hand over the 
girl’s mouth and told her to shut 


up and be quiet.” 

Giving evidence in her defence, 
Regan said that at 6.30pm on the 
day of the incident she received a 
call about a high dependent 
patient being en route and dir¬ 
ected the ambulance crew to the 
resuscitation unit. 

“Ten to 15 minutes after her 
arrival I could hear screaming 
like a siren,” she said. “ I thought 
the department was falling down. 
Immediately, I went to the area as I 
thought someone was in danger.” 

“I walked straight into the 
cubicle and asked her name I 
lowered myself down towards the 
patient and started talking to her 
and stroking her cheek.” 

She added: “I did place two fin¬ 
gers on her lips as you would a 
child, saying ‘please be quiet’. 
There was no force whatsoever. It 
was not unusual, how many 
nurses do you know who don’t 
touch a patient?” 

After the case the hospital trust 
apologised for what it described 
as an indefensible failing in 
patient care. 

“ The trust has a zero-tolerance 
approach to any form of neglect or 
ill-treatment and we will continue 
to do everything in our power to 
ensure our patients are protected 
at all times,” it said. 


A GREAT-grandmother who 
has been knitting since the age 
of seven has donated three 
Christmas hampers to the 
maternity and neo-natal care 
unit at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Tanith Davis, 72, has been 
knitting for the Harlow 
hospital for the past three 
years. Her latest hampers - 
which include a knitted teddy, 
baby bath lotion, baby wipes, 
and cotton wool - will be given 
to the parents of the first 
babies born on Christmas Day, 
Boxing Day and New Year’s 
Day. 

Mrs Davis, who has four 
children, 14 grandchildren 
and eight great 
grandchildren, started 
knitting for the neonatal unit 
after her daughter gave birth 
prematurely. Sadly, the baby 
did not survive. 

“She wanted to hold the 


baby and they gave her a bit of 
scrappy material, so I asked 
what they needed and they 
said blankets,” said Mrs Davis, 
from Waltham Abbey. “That 
really started it all off and I 
just carried on from there. 

“I knit things they can use 
like blankets and caps and 
then do some bits that they 
can sell so they can buy what 
they need.” 

She added: “I have been 
knitting since I was seven. As 
the oldest daughter of 11,1 was 
always knitting for babies. 

“I take my knitting 
everywhere with me. When 
I’m sitting watching the 
television I can’t just sit and 
watch so I’ll knit something 
too.” 

Mrs Davis was accompanied 
by her granddaughter Holly, 
who is due to give birth on 
December 20, when she 
handed over the hampers.

“I thought it was only me who was 
suffering from these problems but when I 
spoke to other mums I realised I was not 
alone,” said Laura, 27. “If I have a problem, 
I can call the office for help. They are a 
support network and they are always there 
if you need them. 

“Part of me did not want to go but it was 
not just for me, it was for my son. If I did 
not get out of the house I know I would be 


isolated and down-in-the-dumps.” 

She described Home-Start as a family 
community, where bonds are formed with 
people beyond the volunteers. 

From the family group meeting she 
attended weekly, she ended up meeting 
Keeleigh Miller, who has since become 
Fabio’s godmother. 

“I went along to my first family group 
meeting and they got us talking,” she said. 
“After that we went for a tea and coffee and 
our friendship has just grown from there. 

“Now I see her nearly every day, we give 
each other support when we need it.” 

Kay Pitt, a senior Home-Start co-ordin- 


ator, said that the issues that troubled 
Laura still affect one in every four fam¬ 
ilies. 

"The Snowflake Appeal will help us to 
support many more of these families at 
their time of need,” she said.

Dramatic story brings 
issues to life on radio 

A RADIO drama inspired by a 
collaboration with Home-Start was 
broadcast earlier this month. 

D for Dexter was aired on BBC Radio 
Four from November 10 as part of this 
year’s Children in Need appeal. 

It is an exploration of the pressures 
that can face families, highlighting how 
quickly problems in the home can 
escalate if support isn’t given early 
enough. 

The writer and producer spent time 
with Home-Start earlier this year, 
learning more about the difficulties 
experienced by parents with young 
children. 

They used the experience to create a 
story about two children and their 
mother, attempting to cope with 
poverty, mental health problems and 
illness.

A GROUP of volunteers with 
basic lifesaving skills are hop¬ 
ing to make a difference in life 
or death situations before 
ambulances arrive. 

A community first respon¬ 
der group, supported by the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service, has been set up in 
Harlow to attend emergency 
incidents, where time can 
make the difference between 
life and death. 

The group was launched 
earlier this month and has 
three members. It is co-ordin¬ 
ated by David Thurgood, 36, 
from Old Harlow. 

Jack Squires, CFR lead for 
West Essex, said: “Last year we 
highlighted a need for a group 
to start in Harlow and we’re 
pleased to say that it is now 
fully operational with members 
trained ready to help their com¬ 
munity. 

“The benefit of having a Har¬ 
low group is that our volun¬ 
teers should only be four 
minutes away from a call, be it 
that they live or work locally 
This way a patient can be 
assessed and treatment started 
during the vital first minutes of 
an emergency while an ambu¬ 
lance is on its way” 

Volunteers take it in turns to 
be on call and carry basic first 
aid equipment as well as an 
easy-to-use automated external 


defibrillator. 

The emergency operations 
centre sends them to the scene 
of high category 999 calls 
which have been listed as 
potentially immediately life 
threatening. 

Community First Respon¬ 
ders are dispatched at the same 
time as the ambulance crew but 
often arrive beforehand because 
they are based so locally The 
responder then provides care 


until the ambulance arrives, 
usually only a few minutes 
later. 

The group has so far been 
dispatched to almost 20 emer¬ 
gency 999 calls but with more 
volunteers they could give a 
greater amount of cover.

Since 2010 the number of 
people claiming unemployment 
benefit has gone down in Harlow 
by 43 per cent. This gives 
hundreds of families the 
security of a regular wage 
packet. 

But we are still in difficult 
economic times and the 
Government should do 
everything possible to help with 
the cost of living. 

This is why I was pleased that 
the Prime Minister has 
committed to increasing the rate 
that people start paying tax to 
£12,500 if the Conservatives win 
the next election. This will leave 
the average Harlow worker £500 
a year better off. He also pledged 
that the minimum wage would 
be at least £8 an hour by 2020. 

This is good news for hard¬ 
working Harlow residents and 
comes on top of the work the 
Government has already done to 
ease high costs of living. 

This includes raising the 
minimum wage by more than 
inflation to £6.50 an hour, 
freezing fuel duty and 
increasing the state pension by 
£800 since 2010. 

I OFTEN talk to Harlow 
residents about their 
concerns over Europe and 
immigration. 

On Europe, David Cameron 
has pledged that if the 
Conservatives get a majority 
there will be an in-out EU 


referendum in 2017. He has 
also vetoed an EU treaty, cut 
the EU budget and is working 
hard to renegotiate our 
relationship with the EU. 

On immigration, I believe 
in “fair immigration, fair to 
the taxpayer”. This means 
that people who come from 
overseas should not have 
access to public services - the 
NHS, housing and welfare - 
until they have first made a 
contribution to Britain 
through the tax system. 

In fact, the Government has 
just passed a law that begins 
this process and immigration 
has been brought down to its 
lowest level in a decade. 

Furthermore, Harlow 
Council now has a rule that 
you can only have access to 
social housing if you have 
lived in our town for a 
minimum of five years. 

But “fair immigration, fair 
to the taxpayer” should not 
mean that we are either 
intolerant or unkind to those 
who have chosen to live here- 
lawfully. 

We should recognise the 
valuable contributions that 


many immigrants make in 
Britain today, for example the 
many foreign born doctors 
and nurses who work in our 
NHS. 

FOR the past 15 years I have 
been privileged to attend 
Remembrance Day services - 
either as a parliamentary 
candidate or as MP - at the 
Netteswell Memorial in Harlow. 

Of all the times I have been, 
this year’s was the most special. 
There was a huge amount of 
warmth and respect from 
everyone present. 

Remembrance is not only 
about remembering our 
courageous fallen soldiers but 
also something that binds us 
together as a nation. It makes us 
proud to be British. It gives us 
an important sense of belonging 
as we are reminded of our 
history and heritage. It 
strengthens us as a community. 

I pay tribute to the Royal 
British Legion, the families of 
the fallen soldiers, all those who 
paraded, and the Harlow 
Salvation Army for making our 
100 year Remembrance Service 
so special.

THE brutal murder of Eystna 
Blunnie and her unborn daughter 
Rose at the hand of her ex-boy- 
friend has led to the launch of a 
specialist service for young people 
affected by domestic violence. 

Leading the charge for change 
was Eystna’s heartbroken par¬ 
ents Kevin and Susan Blunnie, 
who never imagined that he 
would one day be rallying MPs 
and making impassioned spee¬ 
ches in front of hundreds of 
people. 

This week, The Rose Project, 
which offers advice and help for 
young people, was launched. Now 
Eystna’s father has spoken of his 
grief and how her death pushed 
him to help stop other families 
suffering the same fate. 

Campaign 

He said of the campaign by Har¬ 
low-based domestic violence char¬ 
ity Safer Places: “Our fight still 
goes on today. Don’t let Eystna and 
Rose’s deaths be another statistic. 
Two women a week are killed by

domestic violence that’s two more 
families just like ours. Ordinary 
families, with ordinary lives. 

“Many more are hurt badly, 
physically, mentally and emotion¬ 
ally. We need to do so much to help 
these people. The help is out there 
and they are not alone.” 

The project will also ensure 
that there are two specialist work¬ 
ers in Harlow dealing with 
domestic violence and young 
people. 

Catering student Eystna was 
found fatally injured by the side of 
the road in Howard Way shortly 
before 3am on Wednesday, June 
27, 2012. 


She was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital but doctors were 
unable to save her or her unborn 
baby. 

Tony McLernon, 25, of North 
Grove, Harlow, was found guilty of 
one count of murder and one 
count of child destruction. He was 
sentenced to life in prison and 
must serve 27 years before being 
eligible for parole. 

Speaking at the launch of The 
Rose Project, Kevin, supported by 
wife, said the family had first 
become aware that Eystna was in 
a violent and controlling relation¬ 
ship in 2012 when they discovered 
her ex-partner had tried to 
strangle her. 

Kevin told the audience: “On 
June 26, 2012, it was an ordinary 
day for our ordinary family, Sue 
was at home waiting for the work¬ 
men to fix our heating and I’d 
gone to work as usual. On return¬ 
ing we decided to go out and eat at 
our local restaurant. Then we 
went on to a local social club 
where we met friends and we 
talked about the new grandchild 
we would be having in a matter of 
days. 

“So when we went to bed that 
night and we all said good night, 
as a normal family would do, that 
was the last time we would be a 
normal family.”

The family woke the next day 
and noticed that Eystna was not 
in her bedroom. 

“I asked Sue about this as it was 
so early in the morning,” 
explained Kevin. “Sue said she 
was probably outside the house 
having a cigarette. So with a cup 
of tea, I decided to join her. I was 
surprised that she was not there. 

“I spoke to Sue further, who 
suggested that Eystna might have 
gone for a walk and wouldn’t be 
far away, as the coat and handbag 
and the baby book which she 
always carried was still on the 
kitchen table.” 

Later the family were told by a 
neighbour that there had been a 
police incident on Howard Way 
and that the road had been 
closed. 

“That instant I knew something 
was wrong,” said Kevin. “I spoke 
to my wife again and she sug¬ 
gested that I go and see what’s 
happened. I spoke to an officer 
about my worries and I was told 
that he could not discuss it with 
me because they were dealing 
with a serious incident. He took 
my details and said someone 
would be in touch. They did get 
back to us in about 15 minutes but 
they still couldn’t tell us any¬ 
thing.

“They stayed with us and 
around 9.30am when I’m standing 
in the garden with some family, 
the female officer who’d been 
assigned to us got a phone call. 
After she’d finished she came and 
told me that they were now deal¬ 
ing with a fatal incident. 

Killed 

“Our lives changed in that 
instant. I now had to tell Sue that 
our youngest daughter and grand¬ 
daughter had been killed. We 
would not now be getting that new 
granddaughter that we were 
eagerly awaiting. How do I do 
this? I couldn’t even find the 
words - I just looked at Sue and 
said I’m sorry, I’m so so sorry. I 
could see the hurt and destruction 
in her eyes in that instant. 

“By the end of the day we knew 
who’d killed our daughter; her ex¬ 
boyfriend, the father of her 
child.” 

In Harlow, domestic abuse 
makes up 10 per cent of all crime - 
a statistic that has increased by 
two per cent in the past year. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
helped the family ensure Eystna 
and Rose were named in a usually- 
anonymous Domestic Homicide 
Report, said: “Across Essex, police 
deal with 80 domestic incidents 
per day. Notably, 25 per cent of 
Safer Places case load are young 
people. 

“Nationally, crime survey stat¬ 
istics suggest that 31 per cent of 
women and 18 per cent of men have 
experienced domestic abuse, with 
two women being killed per week 
by a partner, or former partner.

“As I have said, domestic viol¬ 
ence is a serious issue that sadly 
affects many young people. And 
one of the most important ways to 
prevent domestic violence is edu¬ 
cation and early identification of 
abuse. 

“I believe that to help break 
what is often a cycle of abuse, we 
need to reach out to young people 
early and give them healthy rela¬ 
tionship education. This would 
hopefully give young people the 
skills they need to be able to deal 
with an abusive relationship, and 
encourage them to speak up.” 

He added: “The Rose Project is 
an important part of this. It is a 
great step forward that will aim to 
identify and intervene early in 
cases of domestic abuse that affect 
young people.”

HAPPY Christmas 
in anarchic style 
from punk legend 

UNK legend Steve Drewett admits 
some diehard fans might spit at 
his latest surprising project. But 
the Newtown Neurotics frontman 
says his new Christmas single is 
suitably anarchic. 

The 60-year-old wants to break the 
stranglehold The X Factor winners and 
charity releases have on the seasonal charts 
and offer a fresh pop tune to rival the 
decades-old favourites played on repeat over 
the holidays. 

The man behind the 1982 track Mindless 
Violence said: “I think it’s totally the right 
thing for someone in a punk band to do a 
Christmas single. 

“I’ve always been about ‘melodic punk’ 
and I knew I could do a straight pop single 
if I wanted to.” 

It has taken him three years to get It's 
Christmas Time! (Oh, Yeah, NaNaNa) 
recorded with all the festive trimmings. The 
pop anthem about a broken relationship 
even features a Salvation Army-style brass 
section. 

Steve described the overall effect as akin 
to Phil Spector’s famous Wall of Sound. 

“It’s a sleigh ride of emotion, starting 
with sorrow, on to reflection, reconciliation, 
then joy - without over-sentimentality,” he 
said. 

“It’s got a serious story to it. I wrote it 
three years ago and wanted a very specific 
sound on it, and for two years I couldn’t get 
hold of the right people until finally I got 
everyone here.” 

He was unrepentant about trying 
something new: “I can write anything I 
damn well please to do - because I can. 

“I would never ever write a dumb 
Christmas record. The point of doing this 
was to write something with meaning that 
would resonate with everyone and I’m very, 
very proud of it. 

“I can imagine that some Neurotics fans 
are going to spit with indignation that I 
should do this, but it’s about doing 
something unusual and surprising.” 

The single is one of the tracks on his new 



solo album, kuJenga Society, named after 
the Swahili word for ‘to build’. 

Steve formed the Newtown Neurotics in 
his Harlow hometown in 1979 and they won 
both popular and critical acclaim, earning 
comparisons to The Clash and The Jam in 
the Thatcher era. 

After disbanding at the end of the ’80s, 
Steve went on to form a now defunct 
Afro-punk band called The Indestructible 
Beat. 

His musical experimentation has 
continued on the new long-player, but fans 
will find his biting, political lyrics have not 
changed. 

The man who wrote Kick Out the Tories 
takes his inspiration for the title track from 
today’s social equality, drawing a parallel 
between removing money from community 
services and undermining the foundations 
of society - in the same way removing 
Jenga blocks makes the toy wooden tower 
topple. 

He said: “The album that the Christmas 
single is on is a mixture of protest songs 
and love songs.” 

Next year the Neurotics will return for 
punk’s annual Rebellion festival in 



Blackpool, giving Steve and his bandmates a 
chance to catch up with fellow icons of the 
genre’s 1970s heyday. 

He said: “It’s such a big event, you end up 
sharing hotel rooms with your heroes.” 

Earlier this year Steve played in Brazil 
and was surprised to find during a 
three-week tour he was “a god” to punk fans 
across the country, with one overwhelmed 
acolyte even kissing his feet. 

While that moment was awkward, it is 
that sort of enthusiasm which has ensured 
his passion for writing and performing is as 
strong as ever. 

After a stint as a webmaster, which has 
given him the tools to make music in the 
digital age, Steve has returned to 
performing as a full-time career and said: 
“Punk music changed my life.” 

Steve once again has his own record 
label, Cruel Binary. To buy the new single 
and album, which are also available to 
download on Amazon and iTunes, and to 
purchase Neurotics back catalogue, see 
www.steve-drewett.com.

COMEDY DRAMA: RUSHMORE Film4, Thursday, November 27, 

1.20am (Friday morning) 

Max Fischer (Jason Schwartzman) is not the sort of 15-year-old 
you expect to find at the centre of an American high school 
movie - not least because he loves his school. Admittedly, 
Rushmore is a prestigious and pricey private school to which 
Max won a scholarship by writing a play (when he was 7 or 8 ... 
about Watergate) but his devotion to it is all-consuming. The 
extremely precocious Max is the driving force behind any 
number of extracurricular clubs and societies. Unfortunately, his 
academic performance is suffering so badly he is on the verge 
of being expelled. Then into his life come two adults. Flerman 
Blume (Bill Murray) is a middle-aged former Rushmore pupil - 
like Max, from a humble background - who has made his 
fortune but hates his life. Rosemary Cross (Olivia Williams) is a 
young, widowed first-grade teacher. Max bonds with Flerman 
and falls in love with Rosemary but the two adults, brought 
together by Max, become romantically involved... 

Rushmore was director Wes Anderson’s breakthrough film, and 
it’s a moot point if he has ever improved on it. The offbeat script 
(co-written with actor-buddy Owen Wilson) is full of surprises, 
and its filmed beautifully. Anderson knows just when to cut and 
where to place people and objects in the Cinemascope frame 
for maximum deadpan comic effect, making this as funny as 
any Hollywood movie of the past 20 years. He also knows 
actors. Schwartzman, in his debut, is a hoot and Williams, also a 
relative newcomer, is very touching. Murray, however, is out of 
this world - the most expressive blank face since Buster Keaton 
telling you more than words ever could. There’s a strong case 
for this being the most significant role of his career; it’s certainly 
difficult to imagine Lost In Translation without it. 

This is top-drawer stuff - hilarious, strange, insightful, poignant, 
but never sentimental or soft-headed.

Paddington

DO today’s youngsters know 
about Paddington? Will they fall 
for the charms of the 
kind-hearted bear from deepest, 
darkest Peru like I did as a child, 
firstly with the books, then the 
animated television series? 

In a world of digital 
downloads, hundreds of TV 
channels and the endless 
possibilities of the internet, can 
a story about a talking bear 
trying to find a home in London 
possibly resonate like it did with 
me all those years ago? 

Thanks to Paul King’s film, I 
think it will. Even if they haven’t 
already got some vague 
knowledge of the character and 
his misadventures through their 
parents or grandparents, there’s 
enough wit and invention on top 
of the warmth and humour of 
the original stories, for this film 
to win over a new generation of 
Paddington fans. 

How the 


Paying due reverence to the 
source material, King keeps 
enough of the familiar elements 
of Paddington but layers it with 
some lovely visual and narrative 
ideas so that the little bear takes 
on a new life on the big screen. 
It’s also a celebration of the best 
things about Britain and 
London, a timely antidote to 
other things going on perhaps. 

The film starts with an origins 
story, of sorts, as we see black 
and white footage of a British 
explorer discovering 
Paddington’s forebears in the 
jungles of Peru, and leaving 
them with a love of marmalade 
and a curiosity about London. A 
switch to the modern-day sees an 
earthquake destroying 
Paddington’s jungle home, 
setting him off on a journey to 
London to find a new life and he 
somehow ends up at the titular 
station where the Brown family 
befriend him and take him 
home. 

While Mrs Brown (Sally 
Hawkins) is keen to have 
Paddington as one of the family, 
Mr Brown (Hugh Bonneville) is 
against the idea, only seeing the 
problems and dangers he might 


bring. A worse threat than 
homelessness comes along in the 
vampish shape of Nicole 
Kidman’s Millicent, a 
taxidermist who’s keen to add 
this rare talking bear to her 
extensive collection at the 
Natural History Museum. 

Warm-hearted and very funny 
indeed, Paddington is a great 
family film that will keep adults 
and children entertained and 
laughing. The narrative is a 
straightforward tale of an 
outsider trying to find a home 
spiced up by a Cruella De Vil 
style villainess, but it’s done 
with such style, wit and 
invention that it not only wins 
you over but moves you too. 

Ben Whishaw is the perfect 
choice to voice the bear, bringing 
a sense of wonder and innocence 
to the role. Bonneville and 
Hawkins are spot on as the 
Browns too while Kidman has 
fun as the baddie. There are 
some nice cameos from Peter 
Capaldi, Matt Lucas, Jim 
Broadbent and Julie Walters. 

Paddington is a great 
achievement visually, with some 
fantastically inventive ideas 


from King and a thoroughly 
convincing CGI bear - although 
he’s not as cute as the cartoon 
version from the 1970s. 
Underlying the narrative is a 
more serious point about how we 
should treat people who come to 
this country from abroad with 
nods towards the 
Kindertransport with antiques 
expert Mr Gruber and the 
Windrush generation with the 
calypso band that keeps 
cropping up, but this is done 
with a light touch rather than in 
a preaching way. 

Much more than just an 
exercise in misty-eyed nostalgia 
or gentle whimsy, Paddington is 
not just a cynical reboot either. 
You can tell the film is put 
together with love and affection 
by people who love the character 
and the world that Michael Bond 
created back in the late 1950s. 

Entertaining and enjoyable 
from start to finish, Paddington 
shows a story can endure across 
the decades if it’s good enough. 
The bear done good.

legend of Paddington was born ... 


ONCE upon a time, on 
Christmas Eve, Michael 
Bond was on London’s 
Oxford Street looking for 
something small for his 
wife’s stocking. It started 
to snow and he found 
himself outside 
Selfridges. 

“There was this one 
bear sitting on the shelf 
and I felt sorry for him,” 
recalls Bond. 

“Someone once said, A 
doll’s always wondering 
what they’re going to 
wear next, but there’s 
something about a bear - 
you feel you can tell it 


your secrets and it won’t 
give them away’.” 

That little bear 
inspired him to write A 
Bear Called Paddington, 
almost 60 years ago. Since 
then, 35 million 
Paddington books have 
been sold worldwide, and 
translated into 40 
languages. 

Bond has just written 
Love From Paddington, a 
book of letters from 
Paddington to his Aunt 
Lucy at the Home for 
Retired Bears in darkest 
Peru, and later this 
month, his creation takes 


to the silver screen. 

Bond gave the film his 
blessing because, while 
the bear’s appeared on 
stage and television over 
the years, a movie was 
“the one thing 
Paddington hadn’t done”. 
You sense that the 
88-year-old, a former BBC 
cameraman, is rather 
excited for him. 

“What’s nice about the 
film is the fact that all the 
cast are in it because they 
like Paddington, they’ve 
all been brought up with 
him and there was a very 
nice atmosphere on set.” 


Bond has a cameo - 
watch out for the gent in 
the restaurant at the 
beginning who waves as 
Paddington goes past in a 
black cab - and he’s 
happy with the choice of 
Clifton’s Ben Whishaw as 
the voice of his bear 

However, Bond has not 
made it to Paddington’s 
homeland, Peru. 

“I was supposed to be 
going with Stephen Fry, 
who did a book about 
Paddington [. Rescuing The 
Spectacled Bear, 2002]. I 
had various inoculations, 
but one of them disagreed 


with me and I was 
banned from flying. 

“I picked Peru because 
I wanted somewhere that 
nobody went to in those 
days.” 

Bond was born in 1926 
in Newbury and moved to 
Reading while still a baby. 

He survived an air raid 
in 1943 and later served 
in the Royal Air Force 
and the British Army. 

It was seeing labels on 
evacuees that inspired 
the note around 
Paddington’s neck: Please 
look after this bear, thank 
you. 
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It's the bear necessities 


n a posh, west London hotel 
not too far from Paddington 
station itself, the people 
behind the new film about 
the little bear from deepest, 
darkest Peru are talking about 
his new big screen adventure. 

Director Paul King, producer 
David Heyman and actor Hugh 
Bonneville are facing questions 
from journalists after a 
screening of the film. It’s a 
friendly occasion with everyone 
just having enjoyed Paddington’s 
winning mix of comedy, drama, 
action and visual flair. 

Ben Whishaw is the voice of 
Paddington while Hugh 
Bonneville and Sally Hawkins 
play Mr and Mrs Brown, the 
couple who take him into their 
home. Nicole Kidman plays the 
villainess of the piece, a 
demented taxidermist who 
wants to add the rare Peruvian 
bear to her collection. 

Both King (whose credits 
include The Mighty Boosh) and 
Heyman (the man behind the 
Harry Potter films and Gravity) 
say they wanted to honour the 
original Paddington stories 
while creating something fresh 
and exciting for modern 
audiences and they’ve certainly 
succeeded with one of the best 
family movies of the year. 

Michael Bond’s first 
Paddington stories were 
published in 1958 and went on to 
become best-sellers while the 
animated television series of the 
late 1970s, narrated by Michael 


Horndon, was also very popular. 
Knowing there is great nostalgia 
as well as great affection for 
Michael Bond’s character, 
Heyman was determined that he 
and King do Paddington justice. 

“When I revisited the 
Paddington Bear stories, over 9 
years ago now, I was 
immediately struck by how 
funny they were,” says Heyman. 
“They made me laugh, but 
equally, they moved me. 
Paddington is, in essence, a 
universal story - about an 
outsider in search of a home - 
one that we all can relate to.” 

King felt a similar duty to be 
true to the spirit of Paddington: 

“Like most people of my 
generation, I have very fond 
memories of Paddington from 
childhood. I grew up with the 
FilmFair animations and his 
teddy bear took pride of place in 
my bedroom, but it wasn’t until I 
revisited the stories as an adult 
that I asked why this particular 
character had so entranced me. 
There’s no shortage of talking 
animals in children’s literature, 
but few have the enduring appeal 
of Paddington. 

“For me, the secret lies in his 
label: ‘Please Look After This 
Bear. Thank you.’ Despite this 
little bear’s outward calm and 
self-assurance, it tells us that 
inside, he is vulnerable and in 
need of help in a frightening new 
world. 

“At some point in their lives, 


everyone has felt like an 
outsider,” says King. 

Heyman was certain King was 
the man for the job of bringing 
Paddington to life on the big 
screen from early in the process. 

“I had always been an admirer 
of Paul King’s work: his comic 
sensibility, his vivid imagination 
and his work with actors. I was 
watching his first film Bunny 
And The Bull and was struck by 
one sequence in which the sets 
were essentially line drawings in 
the style of Ivor Wood’s 
Paddington TV series. Paul came 
in for a meeting and I discovered 
not only was he passionate about 
Paddington but he knew the 
stories and the 
various TV 
series better 
than I did. 

Those first 
conversation 
were so 
exciting 
and 

inspiring and 
so he joined us 
on the journey, 
developing the 
project and then 
writing his 
own script.” 

Paul 

consulted 
with 

Paddington 
creator 
Michael 
Bond to 
make sure 


the film stayed in line with the 
original stories. 

“Michael Bond and I were both 
keen that the narrative of the 
film didn’t interfere with the 
enjoyment of the stories in the 
books, which are familiar to so 
many,” says King. 

“All the famous set pieces from 
the opening of the first book are 
in there, from his discovery at 
the railway station wearing 
nothing but a hat and label to a 
messy visit to the tearoom, his 
disastrous first encounter with a 
bathroom and trip into the 
underground. And while we 
meet Paddington earlier in the 
film than we do in the first book, 
our Paddington’s history is 
faithful to the background 
Michael Bond developed in later 
stories. 

“But the fifth chapter of A 
Bear Called Paddington begins 
‘Paddington soon settled down 
and became one of the family’ 
and I felt here there was space 
for a longer narrative. After 
this point, the Paddington 
stories are much 
shorter and more 
self-contained 
and it felt 
Paddington’s 
unexplored 
transition 
from 

calamitous 
outsider to 
one of the 
family was 
the perfect 


space for a film story, one that 
chimed with the heart of what 
makes Paddington such a special 
character.” 

It was this dramatic story arc 
that King based his film on and 
what appealed to Bonneville, 
who plays the father of the 
family who Paddington finds a 
home with. 

“I remember having the books 
read to me and then reading 
them myself and falling in love 
with them. Paddington is a part 
of British culture, part of our 
DNA really,” recalls Bonneville. 

“I read the script and saw how 
much of that DNA is preserved, 
even though it’s set in a 
contemporary world. It still has 
the flavour of the original books, 
which is so beautifully captured 
in Paul’s script. 

“There’s also a great deal of 
humour running though the 
story - innocent, uproarious 
slapstick as well as clever wit - 
which will resonate with 
everyone, whether you are 
coming to the story with fresh 
eyes or as an unashamedly 
nostalgic parent, like myself.” 

Although it obviously owes a 
huge debt to the books and TV 
series, Heyman points out that 
their Paddington film has its 
own distinct character and feel. 

“Our Paddington is more 
realistic than previous 
incarnations and is quite 
different from the teddy bear in 
some of the illustrations. But 


he’s still a talking bear - which 
is a fantastic notion in itself. We 
didn’t feel he could ever feel at 
one with a perfectly naturalistic 
London, so as well as bringing 
our Paddington into the real 
world, we also took our world 
towards Paddington.” 

Using the visual inventiveness 
and trademark humour with 
which he made his name on 
television comedy, The Mighty 
Boosh, King has created a 
wonderful world for Paddington 
that is both recognisable and 
fantastic, nostalgic and modern. 

“The Paddington books have 
always been set in the era in 
which they have been written, 
which lends the series a 
wonderfully timeless quality. We 
wanted our world to work for 
people who read the first books, 
watched the animations - or for 
people who don’t know the 
character at all,” says King. 

Both Heyman and Bonneville 
agree there could be no-one 
better than King to bring 
Paddington to the big screen. 

“Paul King is one of the most 
exciting talents to emerge from 
the UK in recent years. He is like 
Paddington is so many ways - 
charming, polite, principled, full 
of heart, with a sense of wonder 
and yes, he also has a bit of a 
belly,” says Heyman.

Half of us think a 
home-made Christmas 
cake is out of reach - and 
Rachel Allen is out to 

prove us wrong. Claire 
Spreadbury dons an apron 
and discovers just how 
easy a festive bake can be 

AKING a Christmas 
cake is a bit of an epic 
challenge, isn’t it? First 
comes the planning, 
then the mixing, then 
months of feeding it booze, then 
baking, making marzipan and 
spending an eternity icing it - only 
for half your Christmas party to 
eventually turn their noses up and 
opt for the chocolate log. 

It’s a whole lot of festive faff I’ve 
never involved myself in. 

The cake was something my mum 
always made and now she’s not 
around, I either don’t bother, or 
make do with a ready-made Marks 
& Spencer affair. And it seems I’m 
not alone. 

A whopping one in five of us 
apparently buy a Christmas cake 
from the supermarket and pass it 
off as our own, according to 
research by Currys PC World. 

And unsurprising, less than half 
of us make the effort to bake our 
own cake, because we just don’t 
think we’re capable. We might love 
a bit of Bake Off and attempt the 
odd batch of biscuits here and 
there, but a Christmas cake is 
serious business, right? 

Wrong. And the lovely Rachel 
Allen is here to prove it. 

Not only can her delicious cake 
be made on Christmas Eve, but it’s 
so easy, she reckons each and every 
one of us can bake it. I agree to 
meet her for a masterclass and put 
it to the test. 

She arrives, all relaxed and 
mumsy, popping on her pinny and 
getting stuck in. She’s passionate 
about her craft but insists this cake 
is easier than making a Victoria 
Sponge. 

“It doesn’t need to rise,” she says, 
blue eyes sparkling with a giant 
smile spread across her face. “You 
just bung everything in together 
and bake it.” 

And, to be fair, that’s exactly what 
she does. 

“I like to include lots of other 
dried fruit, rather than just raisins, 
sultanas and currants,” she 
declares, throwing in a multitude of 
bits and pieces. “But feel free to 
play around with that. I love the 


toffee flavour of dates and 
crystallised ginger with the sugar 
on.” 

And as for feeding the cake with 
alcohol, as long as the fruit’s soaked 
for at least two hours, that’s more 
than enough, but if you do have 
time, you can leave it to get sozzled 
for a couple of days. 

Christmas cakes obviously take a 
while to cook but once all the 
ingredients are combined, Allen 
pops it in the oven and shows us 
how to make the icing. 

Now this isn’t your traditional 
Christmas cake. It’s iced with an 
Almond Paste, “which is a bit like 
marzipan” - but so much nicer. 

Getting the paste to come 
together is a bit of an effort. You’ll 
probably feel like you want to add 
more water (or brandy) but keep at 
it and it will probably be fine. “Tip 
the last drop of egg in and that will 
probably do it,” she says. 

And it does fall apart a bit, but 
you patch it up like pastry and once 
the icing’s on the cake, go to town 
on it with a flat-edge cake smoother 
or a palette knife and it will 
transform into a thing of beauty. 
Granted, it does help having the 
patient confidence of a cook who’s 
clearly made this cake a million 
times before, promising you it’s all 
working perfectly, but stick at it. 

The smoothing part is actually 


enormously addictive - and very 
therapeutic, so it’s good for getting 
rid of that festive stress. 

“And you can choose whether to 
put the brandy in your cake or your 
tummy,” 42-year-old Allen chuckles 
when discussing the trials and 
tribulations of Christmas. 

Not that you can imagine it being 
anything but smooth sailing in the 
house she lives in with her husband 
and three children, in Ireland’s 
County Cork. 

Once you’re done - Allen 
recommends rolling a glass around 
the sides to ensure there are no 
gaps between the cake and the icing 
- all that’s left to do is add a few 
decorative shapes from the leftover 
paste, cover it in egg wash and bake 
it for 20 minutes. And there you 
have it - the easiest Christmas cake 
you could ever make. That you 
really, actually, genuinely can - and 
should - make. 

Mine is now proudly sitting in 
the utility room, where it will wait 
patiently until December 25, when I 
emerge from the kitchen looking 
incredibly smug and feeling very 
proud. 

And, as Allen, who likes to enjoy 
hers with a strong bit of cheese and 
a glass of port, says: “You get good 
value from a Christmas cake - look 
at how many slices you get.” 


RACHEL ALLEN'S 
CHRISTMAS CAKE 
WITH TOASTED 
ALMOND PASTE 


Ingredients 

150g sultanas 
150g raisins 

110g chopped dried cranberries 
110g chopped candied peel 
110g chopped dates 
110g chopped dried apricots 
50g finely chopped crystallised 
ginger 

150ml brandy or whiskey 
275g butter, softened 
275g light muscovado or soft 
light brown sugar 
5 eggs 

Finely grated orange rind from 1 
orange 

50g ground almonds 

275g flour 

2tsp mixed spice 

For the almond paste: 

450g ground almonds 
450g caster sugar 
1 large or 2 small eggs 
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2tbsp brandy or whiskey 
A couple of drops of almond 
essence 

To brush on the cake: 

1 small egg white, lightly beaten 

2 egg yolks 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 150C/135 
fan/300F/gas mark 2. 

Line the base of a 23-inch 
non-stick cake tin and butter the 
sides. You can also put 
parchment paper around the 
outside of the tin to stop the 
cake drying out in the oven. 
Place the sultanas, raisins, dried 
cranberries, chopped candied 
peel, dates, dried apricots and 
the crystallised ginger in a bowl. 
Pour on the whiskey or brandy 
and allow to soak for at least 
two hours. 

In a large mixing bowl, cream 
the butter very well. Add in the 
sugar and beat well, and then 
beat in the eggs one by one. Stir 
in the grated orange zest and 
ground almonds. 

Sift in the flour and spices and 
fold in gently, followed by the 


fruit and any alcohol left in the 
bowl. 

Transfer into the prepared cake 
tin and bake for between 
two-and-a-half to 
three-and-a-quarter hours. 

A skewer inserted into the 
centre of the cake will come out 
clean when the cake is cooked. 
Pour another tablespoon or two 
of whiskey or brandy over the 
top of the cake, as soon as it 
comes out of the oven. 

Cover the cake, still in the tin, 
with tin foil. This will keep the 
top of the cake nice and soft 
while it’s cooling. 

Once the cake has cooled, 
remove it from the tin and cover 
again in tin foil, until you’re 
ready to cover it with Almond 
Paste. 

To make the almond paste: 
Preheat the oven to 
220C/425F/gas mark 7. 

Mix the ground almonds and 
sugar together in a bowl. In 
another bowl, beat the eggs, 
add the brandy or whiskey and 
a couple of drops of almond 


egg white. Press the strip 
against the sides of the cake - 
do not overlap or there will be a 
bulge. 

Use a straight-sided water 
glass to even the edges and 
smooth the join. 

Rub the cake well with your 
hand (or cake smoother or 
palette knife) to ensure a nice 
flat surface. 

At this stage, place the cake on 
a baking tray (Allen 
recommends turning the baking 
tray upside down so it’s easier 
to remove). Roll out the 
remainder of the almond paste 
to approximately 5mm thick, 
and cut out star, heart, holly or 
Santa shapes. 

Paint the whole surface of the 
cake with some beaten egg yolk 
and stick the shapes on top and 
around the sides. Brush the 
shapes with egg yolk. 

Bake the cake in the centre of a 
preheated oven for 10-20 
minutes until lovely and golden. 
Remove from the oven, allow to 
cool, then transfer to a plate.

essence, then add to the dry 
ingredients and mix to a stiff 
paste. 

Sprinkle the worktop with icing 
sugar, turn out the almond paste 
and work lightly until smooth. 
Remove all tin foil and 
greaseproof paper from the 
cake. 

Take about half of the almond 
paste and place it on a worktop 
that has been dusted with icing 
sugar. Roll until it is about 1cm 
thick. 

Paint the top of the cake with 
the lightly-beaten egg white and 
put the cake, sticky side down, 
onto the almond paste. 

Cut around the edge of the 
cake, then carefully turn the 
cake the right side up with the 
lid of almond paste attached to 
the top. 

Measure the circumference and 
height of the cake. Roll out two 
long strips of almond paste (to 
the length of the circumference) 
and trim both edges to the 
height of the cake with a palette 
knife.

N one audacious move, the Toyota Aygo has 
been transformed from ageing also-ran into 
bold contender for class honours. 

e oily bits aren’t radically different, but the 
look and feel is a lot classier, there's a neat 
connected touch screen system and the ability to 
personalise the car will attract younger buyers. 

The minuscule running costs have been left 
largely alone. 


BACKGROUND 

Parochial bunch that we Brits are, we tend to 
think of Toyota’s Aygo as the car that most people 
overlooked in favour of a Citroen Cl or a Peugeot 
107. 

While it’s true that these three sister vehicles 
which all rolled out of the same factory in the 
Czech Republic did enjoy quite marked differences 
in sales here - with the Peugeot taking the top step 
of the podium and the Aygo the bronze medal/ 
wooden spoon - it’s been a very different story in 
terms of worldwide sales where Peugeot and 
Citroen represent mere blips and the Aygo has 
racked up a monster number of satisfied 
customers. 

Toyota is at pains to point out to us that the 
Aygo has the highest individual market share of 
any of their current vehicles and acts as a gateway 
model, attracting legions of new buyers to the 
Toyota brand and keeping them there with strong 
reliability, low running costs and strong dealer 
backup. 

The first generation Aygo model did, however, 
rather outstay its welcome, first introduced in 


2005, with only minor tweaks throughout a nine- 
year existence that only ended when this MK2 
model was introduced in the summer of 2014. 

This much-improved car’s main task is to put up 
a better fight against the Volkswagen Group’s 
single citycar design, variously marketed as the 
Volkswagen up!, the Skoda Citigo and the SEAT 
Mii and dominating the European sales charts in 
this segment since its introduction in 2011. 

So, can Toyota turn the tables with this fresh- 
faced all-new Aygo? Let’s see. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE 

You might well be experiencing a worrying sense 
of deja vu when we mention the fact that the latest 
Aygo is powered by a 998cc three-cylinder petrol 
engine, but Toyota assures us that it’s not just a 
carry-over from the old car. 

The unit has been re-engineered to run with a 
higher, 11.5:1 compression ratio and has an 
improved combustion chamber design for better 
efficiency. 

Friction losses have also been reduced, notably 
by using a new low-friction timing chain. And 
although it’s still one of the lightest engines on the 
market, more weight has been saved by 
introducing a cylinder head with an ingenious 
built-in exhaust manifold. 

Power is up over the old car, but given that the 
improvement is only from 67 to 68bhp, we won’t get 
too excited, either about that or a torque (pulling 
power) increase from 92 to 95Nm. 

In an effort to improve flexibility, some 85Nm of 
that is available from as low as 2,000rpm so you 
won’t need to rev the car to death in order to get it 
moving. 


As before, there are no pokier petrol engines and 
no diesel option. You can get a self-shifting 
gearbox though as an option (we hesitate to call it 
an ‘automatic’). 

Actually, it’s what the engineers call an 
‘automated manual’ gearbox that can be used in 
fully automatic mode or with manual gear 
selection using paddle shifts or the shift lever 
itself. 

The cutesy, inoffensive look of the previous car 
has been replaced by something with a whole lot 
more attitude. 

A distinctive and characterful design - dubbed 
‘J-Playful’ in reference to Japan’s hip youth 
culture - sees the designers use the concept of a 
soft object breaking through the hard shell of the 
design, creating break lines and giving Aygo its 
distinctive frontal ‘X-graphic’. 

This spreads outwards across the surface of the 
bodywork and takes in all the vehicle’s main 
external features, including upper and lower 
grilles, headlamps, foglamps, and even mirrors 
and side glazing. 

It’s incredibly bold and makes the Aygo look 
bigger and more assertive, despite the fact that it 
measures 25mm longer than before at 3,455mm. 
Front headroom has been increased by 7mm, 
despite overall vehicle height being lowered by 
5mm to 1,460mm. 

Inside, there’s a trapezoidal-shaped centre 
console, with this design theme reflected in details 
such as the air vents, door trims and gear shift 
surround. 

The console supports a wide dashboard with a 
matt, anti-glare finish, set between slim A-pillars. 
The new instrumentation features a meter made of 


up concentric rings which are permanently lit. It 
incorporates an easy-to-read central multi¬ 
information display. The wheelbase is unchanged 
at 2,340mm, but the cabin is longer by 9mm and 
there's an extra 29 litres of luggage space available. 

MARKET AND MODEL 

Toyota makes much of the latest Aygo’s scope for 
personalisation. This is one area where the last 
car dropped the ball. Buyers in this sector want to 
be able to quickly, cheaply and effectively 
differentiate their cars so they don't look like 
everybody else’s. 

MINI was the first company to get on board this 
trend and Citroen quickly followed. Now the 
Japanese are playing catch-up, with Nissan’s Juke 
offering clip-on interior panels that can be 
swapped at will. 

This Aygo follows this concept, with instrument 
panel, centre console, air vent, shift knob and gear 
lever surround sections that can easily be 
changed. Even the X-shaped front grille, rear 
bumper insert, front bumper and alloy wheels can 
all be specified to suit. To try to keep things easier 
for the customer and to offer better value, Toyota 
has also created a range of exterior and interior 
styling packs, rather than forcing people to select 
piece-by-piece customisation. 

Another area where the previous Aygo was 
showing its age, especially against its bigger 
brother the Yaris, was in the provision of 
multimedia systems. Consider that rectified at 
last. 

This Aygo is offered with Toyota's x-touch 
multimedia system - a fully integrated seven-inch 
touch screen. It incorporates a rear view camera 
as standard and uses a five-function main menu.

‘Stop trying to

Hawks’ No.2 Knight warns off higher clubs

ASSISTANT boss Spencer Knight 
has issued a ‘hands off’ warning 
to Conference South and Ryman 
Premier clubs desperate to nick 
the Hawks’ star performers. 

It is no surprise that higher and 
bigger clubs are clamouring to 
sign up Harlow Town’s top play¬ 
ers. 

The Hawks, who visit Romford 
this Saturday, are flying along in 
the Ryman North table, and hold 
one of only three unbeaten 
records in the top eight football 
levels in England, from the four 
professional divisions to the four 
non-league steps. 

Former Canvey Island, Chelms¬ 
ford and Bishop’s Stortford mid¬ 
fielder Knight (36), who came on 
board at Harlow in the summer 
following a successful two-year 
spell at Ryman North Ware, is not 
surprised Harlow have shone this 
term. 

“The teams from higher levels 
have been trying to sign our play¬ 
ers. But we have managed to keep 
hold of them,” he said. 

“They are enjoying their foot¬ 
ball and why would you want to 
leave. They want to win the 
league. And I think they will get 
better.” 

Prolific 

Prolific striker Alex Read broke 
the club record for goals when he 
broke through the 50 barrier last 
season. 

He has already moved close to 
30 goals this term, including 
friendlies. 

But he is not the only sought- 
after player: central defender 
Josh Urquhart, left-back Layne 
Eadie, skipper James Smith and 
midfielders Dave Cowley, Shane 
Stamp and Junior Appiah have 
also shown top form. 

Knight said: “We have got good 
players, and when you have got 
good players it’s easy. The players 
are buying into what we are try¬ 
ing to do to improve.” 


The assistant boss says the club 
now need to improve on their 
clean sheets, and this began with 
one in the 4-0 drubbing of Red¬ 
bridge on Saturday. 

“The thing we need to improve 


on is our clean sheets. There will 
be a time when we don’t score, and 
that’s when we need to keep a 
clean sheet,” he said. 

“We don’t want to take any 
chances in our own half. But we 



have the players that can play so 
we will play in the opposition half. 
We have got quick wingers, the 
best striker in the league and the 
three best central midfielders. 

“We need to be more solid in 
individual areas. When we make a 
mistake we are getting punished. 
When we play the higher teams in 
the premier division we have been 
caught out. 

“The players played really well 
against Needham. It seems that 
when they need to turn it on, they 
can.” 

After beating Needham, Har¬ 
low could only watch as the Suf¬ 
folk side played and won two 
league games, while Hawks had 
two cup games. 

This put Needham five points 
clear at the time. 

“That was a shame. We allowed 
them to get away again. You 
always want points on board. But 
if we can carry on what we are 
doing we will be alright,” added 
Spencer. 

Harlow closed the gap last 
weekend when Needham could 
only draw with Great Wakering 
Rovers, but it is certainly starting 
to look like a two-horse race now, 
with other teams faltering. 

After Romford, Harlow are 
away to Maldon & Tiptree on 
Tuesday.
